Is he sufficiently matured to accept the responsibility of organ- 
izing his time and interests in a great university?"

When Stephen G. Wentworfh founded the 
Wentworth Military Academy in 1880 he

■ ' * original buildings and grounds in the hands of 

a Board of Trustees which was to be composed 
of a duly elected representative of each of the 
Evangelical churches of the city of Lexington, and a President. Mr. Wentworth served as 
President of the Board from 1880 until his death in 1 897. at which time he was succeeded 
by Judge Richard Field. \ It is the duty of the Board to see that the management of the 
Academy is entrusted to competent officers and that the standards set by Mr. Wentworth 
in the original charter are maintained. All members of the Faculty are voted on by the 
Board and it is provided that such officers in addition to being duly qualified scholastically 
for the teaching required, must be men or women of Christian character regularly 
affiliated wifh some Evangelical church. The Board passes on all diplomas before they are 
issued to graduates and authorizes the 
President to sign and issue them. 
\ The Academy owes no small part 
of its success to the supervision and 
inspiration furnished by the men

GB4ERAL REGULATIONS 



As IT is the object of the Academy to 
devek^ each cadet to his higbeet stage 
of efficiency, all the regulations for the 
daily routine are formulated with this object 
bi ndnd.

Wentwurth offers to high school graduates 
tlie same courses of the Liberal Arts and 
SCimce Departments :is ase available in uni- 
vertitiee and colleges throughout the United 
States. Thete credits are appnyved by the 
f'rntrnl As.'<iir!nt inn and nrr, therffore, 
tramfiiabU to any coliiijt which veceivta 
«te<Ien(« on certificate. Students who deaire 
to take college work leading into any pro- 
fession may do so at Wentworth. Speciali- 
sation in the better colleges does not begin 
until the third, or junior year of college. 

At the end of two years, a W«i|tiit!orth 
cadet who has passed his courses itfi^tfiMs 
torily will receive the degree of Asaodate in 
Arts or Associate in Science, in recognition 
at his work. The majority of the Academy 
graduates go on to finish Iheir four yeurs of 
eollege.
